Commenting today upon col- 
lapse of Wrangel's anti-Red military 
adventure this newspaper said: 


"The French may well be 
disap- 


pointed and perhaps a little ashamed 
that they, as well as the other allies, 
have wasted lives and money with 
the only result that the Bolshevik! 
hold on Russia has been made more 
uecure." 


Gen, Wrangel's army has been virtu- 


ally wiped out, said a dispatch to the 
Dally Express from Constantinople 
dated Sunday. 


"A host of Red cavalry is Sweeping 


down upon SebHstopol. Already they 
are In the outskirts Of the city. 


"Gen. Barbovitch with a handful of 


idevoted followers from Gen. Wrangel's 
forces are. fighting valiantly in the 
suburbs of Sebastopol, trying to hold 
back the Reds until the last of the ref- 
ugees are on ship board. Gen. Wran- 
gel, his hope of victory, blasted, work- 
ed calmly thruout Sunday directing 
the evacuation of Sebastopol by his 
troops."

board's agent, instituted the repair 
work over the head of the 
captain, 


Chamblias testified. 


"There -was an attempt by a Scotch- 


man, who eventually had charge of 
the repair work to bribe mo," said 
Chambliss. 


"He came to my room and said: 


'Why kick up such a bloody row? Why 
not takes tnese'—Indicating ten $100 
bills—'and be good? All the 
other 


captains do that and Mr. Haeberle 
sees that the record is kept clear.'" 


Captain Chambliss says his vessel's 


cargo was seized and sold and a $20,- 
000 repair job run up by "graft of an 
American official so that it amounted 
to JJOO.OOO." 


The repair work and the "pillaging" 


of his ship were done, the captain tes- 
tified, "in defiance of my written and 
spoken protestations." He went on: 


"I even cabled Mr. Tumulty, secre- 


tary to the president, setting forth the 
facts, and also to the shipping board 
direct, but no action was taken. 


"After the Lake Elwood had been 


stripped of tf,500 tons of coal, >5,000 
worth of provisions and $1,104 of the 
ships funds," Chambliss testified, "I 
was put ashore and left stranded 5000 
miles from home."

delegates to the first meeting ot the 
league of nations today showed their 
readiness to take up at once the 
world's problems of the future. 
The 


future potency of the 
league 
may 


hinge on the outcome of the present 
meeting. 


Stan-ding before a cheap wooden 


desk with a background of potted 
palms, Foreign Minister Paul Hymans, 
ot Belgium, rapped for order shortly 
after 11:00 o'clock and the meeting 
was under way. 


Paul Hymans, Belgian foreign min- 


ister, was chosen president of the ses- 
sion. Tho vote was Hymans 35, Pres- 
ident Motta, of Switzerland, 5; Leon 
Bourgeois, of France, 1. 


Tho delegates applauded when Pres- 


ident Motta expressed the hope that 
the United States would soon fill her 
vacant seat. 


Roll call at 11:15 o'clock showed all 


the delegates present but those repre- 
senting Honduras and Liberia. 


"The hopes of millions of peoples of 


all nations are upon us as we begin 
our labors here today," said M. Hy- 
mans. 


"The end of history's greatest con- 


flict has left the world exhausted and 
full ot doubts and fears. 
We com- 


mence a new world-era in which men' 
hope to settle sanely and In all rea- 
sonableness their differences and to 
end Banned quarrels," 


Most of the delegates of the 41 na- 


tions represented were In their seats 
an hour or so before the meeting was 
called to order. They occupied plain, 
wooden benches like those of an Amer- 
ican school room. 


The meeting room Is a great barn- 


like structure with seats set aside tor 
spectators for the press. It was filled 
to overflowing long before ttte his- 
toric session opened. 


The Swiss 'delegation welcomed 'the' 


body by a speech. 
The meeting of 


coiinctl of the league of nations on 
Sunday lasted barely an hour when a 
committee examined the credentials 
of delegates. 


Following luncheon, when the dele- 


gates were guests of the Swiss federal 
council, the league of nations council 
heard the reading ot the order of the 
day tor tho assembly meeting. 


The delegates were seated In al- 


phabetical order and a place was re- 
served for the Americans despite the 
fact that the United States la not a 
member of the league. 


If the United States were represent- 


ed tho American delegates would oc- 
cupy the seats located between Spain 


.' and Franco. A murmur of disapproval 
arose on Sunday when It was an- 
nounced that Lord Robert Cecil would 
represent South Africa instead

adopted preventing delegates

sitting In the future unless they are 
bonaflde residents of the

they represent. 
The small Central 


American states opposed this, most ot 
them plan to be represented at future 
sessions by proxies on account of the 
heavy expense of sending and main- 
taining delegates In Geneva. It was 
not regarded likely however, that any 
serious trouble would result from this 
Issue.

The controversy which was threat- 


ened over efforts to secure Germany's 
admission seems to have been averted. 
France threatened to withdraw her 
delegates If an effort were made to 
take Germany Into the league, but ad- 
vices from Berlin quote the German 
foreign office as saying that Germany 
does not seek admission at this time. 


Both Austria and Bulgaria, two for- 


mer allies of the German Empire may 
be admitted. 


The Japanese delegates have been 


active here for a week and unless per- 
suaded otherwise by powerful friends, 
probably will press their resolution 
for racial equality.

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THE PAY OF CONGRESSMEN 
Congress consists at present of 531 members, 436 represen- 
tatives, and 96 senators. 
Now that another census has been 
completed it becomes the duty of congress, under the consti- 
tution, to make a new apportionment of representatives among 
the several states. 
If the ratio fixed after the 1910 census, one representa- 
tive to every 211,000 inhabitants, is maintained there will be a 
material increase in the number of the lower branch of congress, 
Ohio being allotted at least two more and perhaps four. It 
would give the sixty-eighth congress well over 500 members— 
and for twenty years experienced representatives and news- 
paper correspondents have been a unit in the observation that 
the lower branch is an extremely unwieldy body. 
Yet there is no probability that congress will busy itself 
with ways and means to remedy this admitted evil. Bather, 
there are indications that it will turn its attention to having the 
present salary of $7,500 raised to $10,000. We do not advance 
this statement as a theory or a guess, but base it on the word of 
congressmen themselves. 
Recently J. M. Small, representative from a North Carolina 
district, the First, we believe, declared in a speech delivered in 
Buffalo that at the end of his present term he intended to retire 
from congress because the present pay is too small. He has been 
in the house for twenty-two consecutive years and he doubtless 
thinks this entitles him to speak with authority. 
He declares 
he cannot stay on the job any longer for the sole reason that the 
salary is inadequate. "I've got to get out and earn something," 
he said in the course of his speech. 
All this by way of preamble, perhaps, to the report that 
the congressional salary is soon to be raised to $10,000 a year. 
Mr. Small says he hopes the bill goes thru, "for the Lord knows," 
he says, "that the boys in Washington need it." Notwithstand- 
ing this hope, it is the judgment of the gentleman from North 
Carolona that the "type of men now going to congress cannot 
earn $7,500 a year at home." 
We must confess we are not able to place Mr. Small, nor 


do we believe there are five who read this who can place'him. 
Yet he has spent eleven terms in the house, 22 years, almost a 
quarter of a century. In that substantial period of time he has 
managed to avoid notoriety, publicity, fame. He has had years 
of preferment in the public service, yet we know of no work 
that he has performed to distinguish him from the common herd, 
nothing to make Americans remember his congressional career 
after he has departed the public life. - Why has he failed? 
Perhaps his attitude on the money question affords the cor- 
rect answer. 
He publicly approves of the rumored raise in 
congressional salary to $10,000 a year altho he admits that it 
is his judgment the present members could not hope, on the 
whole, to command salaries like that in private iife where men 
generally are paid just about what they are worth. 
Representative Small's idea seems to be that congressmen 
should be paid what they need, rather than on the basis of what 
they merit. 
If that is Mr. Small's notion of equity, and his 


•olv« I feel deeply the responsibility 
resting upon me. While I am grati- 
fied with the result I accept the peo- 
ples' expression with a deep scuse of 
duty.

the case of the well managed lines at 
least it would be sufficient to take 
care of the changes regularly to be 
met by the companies. For this rea- 
son, in spite1 of the difficulties on the 
stock market, railroad shares have In 
many cases shown a continued ability 
to maintain themselves. 
Notable ex- 


amples are afforded by Southern Pa- 
cific and Reading and one 
or 
two 


other lines in which new financing 
plans have furnished a basis of con- 
fidence in future value. The proposed 
Southern Pacific distribution has nat- 
urally called attention, to other stocks 
which, voluntarily or involuntarily, are 
on the eve of making distributions, 
and has also created many rumors, 
some of which no doubt are without 
foundation, that stockholders of other 
companies may have something In 
store for them. Better conditions also 
exist in public utilities In thfese cases 
where a reasonable basis of earning 
has been allowed to be established. In
